The crime which Armstrong will 
have to expiate on the gallows, un

A rm strong and a man named Albert 
Mitchell 
were 
employed 
by 
Isaac 
Fell, a farm er on the Otoe reserva­ 
tion,

December last. After

had had a settlement with Pell, the 
two 
left his farm, but laid in 
wait 
for him the next day and halted him 
on the road 
which they knew 
he 
would pass. Without warning, it is 
charged, 
they 
opened 
fire on 
him 
with a revolver and W inchester and 
inflicted wounds which caused almost 
instant death. 
They 
then 
laid 
the 
body in 
Pell's 
wagon and covered 
it over with hay and straw. Driving

to an abandoned

J they dumped the ir gruesome burden 
into the shaft 
where it 
was later 
discovered. After burning the bloody 
straw 
and 
obliterating, 
as 
they 
thought, all traces of the crime, the 
two proceeded to the home of .Mitch­ 
ell's father, near Morrison. Armstrong 
ad disguised himself by cutting off 
Ms ions hair and tearing the 
rings, which he had previously worn, 
from his ears and there he worked 
three 
days 
while 
Pell's 
disappear­ 
ance was the talk of the neighbor­ 
hood. 
Later, 
fearing 
detection, 
he 
drove off with Pell’s team and pro­ 
ceeded to the home of Captain Joseph 
Whipple, of Indian extraction, wnere 
he 
was captured one month after­ 
ward. 


Accomplice in Asylum. 
Mitchell and Armstrong were tried 
at the February term of court and 
the former was acquitted on a plea 
of insanity, being sent to the state 
asylum on an order from the court. 
Armstrong 
was 
sentenced 
to 
hang 
March 29. 
His counsel appealed and 
a stay was granted pending a review 
of the case by the appellate court. 
The verdict of the lower court was 
sustained and the case remanded, and 
his second sentence of death was im­ 
posed this morning. 


Lovers for Forty Years Wed. 
Enid, Okla., Oct. 18.— Forty years 
ago back in Germany, W. Rothen- 
berger, now a shoemaker of Enid, 
was given the heart and promised 
the hand of Coralina Grantf, one of 
the prettiest maidens of his region.

and Rothenberger drifted to far off 
America 
and 
for 
many 
years 
his 
sweetheart never heard 
from 
him. 
Finally through a friend in America 
she learned that he was in Oklahoma 
and an inquiry of postmasters lo­ 
cated him. She wrote him a letter 
and avowed her love was still warm. 
He 
sent ber money

They were m ar­ 
ried by County Judge Cullison. He 
is 65 and she is 57 years old.

The art of telling time is as old as 
the earliest historical records, though 
the methods employed in dividing up 
the day into equal periods have varied 
greatly during the last eras, and only 
In modern times have watches and 
clocks as we konw them become cus­ 
tomary. 
Many of these 
are 
most 
elaborate, but practically all possess 
a circular dial or face. 
However, only 
as hit** as the sixteenth century many 
watches were oval in shape, and an 
oblong one with six sides kept splen­ 
did time after it had been repaired 
90 years later. 
Probably the earliest form of time­ 
piece, says Hdrper’s Weekly, was the 
gnomon, or index rod, of a sundial. 
At first this was merely an upright 
stick placed in a sunny spot and meas­ 
uring the passage of the day by its 
shadow cast upon the bare earth, be­ 
cause the dial was a later invention. 
he sand glass, still frequently used 
as an indicator for the boiling of eggs 
dates back 2,000 years and was al­ 
ways reliable in marking a fixed space 
of time, such as the hour. 
It has not 
been very many years since the hour 
glass had its particular place on the 
pulpits in our churches as an ever­ 
present reminder to the preacher not 
to overtax the attention of his audi­ 
ence. 
The finer glasses were 
filled 
with powdered eggshells thoroughly 
dried, for this material was not so 
susceptible to atmospheric moisture.
